Everyone who plans to build, 
repair, or remodel a house is af- 
fected by Priorities Regulation 33 


of the Civilian Production Adminis- | 


tration. It became effective Jan- 
uary 15 and provides that: 

1. Veterans of World War II get 
the first chances to buy or rent 
houses built under the regulation. 

2. Veterans get priorities, called 
HH ratings, to 50 percent of all 
critical building materials. 

3. Nonveterans, and men remain- 
ing in the armed forces, must take 
chances on getting some of the re- 
maining 50 percent. They must 
compete for unrationed materials 
with builders of hospitals, industrial 
plants, and such. 

4. Contractors can get the same 
priorities as veterans by agreeing to 
give veterans preference when sell- 
ing or renting a completed house. 
The contractor must have a sign 
posted on the premises during con- 
struction and for 30 days after com- 
pletion offering the house to a vet- 
eran. If no veteran applies, the 
house may~ be sold or rented to 
anyone. 

5. Anyone can get priorities for 
converting a one-family house into 
a two-family house, or a barn into 
a house, or otherwise creating new 
living units, if veterans will get 
first chance at the new units, and if 
price ceilings are observed. 

6. No veteran or contractor can 
get a priority if his proposed house 
is to sell for more than $10,000 (in- 
cluding land and improvements), 
or if it is to rent for more than $80 
a month. Note: A veteran building 
for himself has to set a price he 
would be willing to accept if he later 
sold. Selling price or rent must be 
tied to building cost. A $4,000 house 
may not sell for $8,000. 

7. HH ratings can be obtained 
by those eligible from regional 
Federal Housing Administration 
offices. 

Regulation 33 will be in effect 
only until July 1 unless Congress 
extends the President’s wartime 
authority. 


Detailed questions follow: 
@ What are the rationed materials? 
A There are 10: Lumber, millwork, 
bathtubs, common and face brick, 
clay sewer pipe, structural tile, 
gypsum board, gypsum lath, cast- 
iron soil pipe and fittings, and also 
cast-iron radiation. There may be 
additions to this list depending on 
recommendations to the Govern-

@ Lama veteran, and I plana house 
under $10,000. Where do I start? 


A Before you can get an HH rating, 
your plans and specifications must 
be complete enough that your total 
cost can be estimated. You have to 
have financial backing, have a build- 
ing permit, and have your building 
site or an arrangement to buy 
property. You must have arranged 
for utility service. You must be able 
to start building within 90 days. 

When these details have been 
worked out, you file an application 
for an HH rating at the Federal 
Housing Administration office near- 
est you. 


@ My plans are not complete. 
Should I apply anyway, to get 
ahead of any rush that might de- 
velop? 

A Definitely not. The only applica- 
tions taken are those on which build- 
ing can begin within 90 days. It 
will do no good to apply until your 
plans are in shape. 


«2 I have a builder’s promise to 
start my home within 90 days after 
I get my HH priority. What should 
I do if the builder does not live up 
to his word? 

A You request an extension of time 
from your regional F.H.A. office. A 
90-day extension will undoubtedly 
be given whenever good reason 
exists. 


@ Can priorities be transferred from 
one locality to another? 


A No. 


@ I am not a veteran, but I plan to 
build my home under $10,000. What 
can I do? 


A You are not eligible for an HH 
priority. You must compete for 
materials that remain in the open 
market. In some localities it may be 
impossible for nonveterans to get 
materials. In other localities it may 
be possible. 


@ How do I get materials with my 
HH rating? 

A You apply the HH rating by 
placing a certificate given in the 
regulation in your purchase order 
for the critical materials. 


@ I am a veteran. Suppose I com- 
plete my house and am prevented 
from living in it by an emergency or 
by a change in employment. Can I 
sell or rent it to the highest bidder? 


A No.Youwill be bound by the same 
rules as the contractor who builds to 
sell or rent. For 30 days, you will 
have to offer the house for rent or 
sale (not over the sales price or 
rent specified in your application) 
to veterans. If no veteran takes it, 
you can sell or rent it to anyone— 
but your price or rent cannot be 
increased. 

@ How does Priorities Regulation 
33 apply to purchase of a prefabri- 
cated house? 

A The purchaser may apply for an 
HH priority to cover such critical 
materials as he himself must install. 
@ Are women who served in the 


armed forces eligible for HH prior- 
ities? [ Turn to page 67

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What | Learned 
From a Baby 


I HAVE just been attending school. It is the oldest school 
a universal school. Its entrance requirement is only this: that 
one be willing to learn. Its lessons are not found in any book: 
the results of its teaching are expressed only in the conduct of 
life. Language barriers do not exist for it; nor race, nor creed, 
nor money, nor pride. Whoever will may learn its lessons. 

I have been playing with a baby. When I play with a baby, 
I find myself wondering whether or not I have really lost my 
‘illusions’; whether life was actually meant to be a bitter 
matter of merciless competition; whether in the little one I do 
not see clearly unspoiled human nature— the very nature that 
I really possess myself and that, thru the bludgeonings of fate 
and the insanities and cynicisms of war, I have imprisoned. 


ANALYTICAL CHEMISTS strive diligently to prevent contamina- 
tion of the materials with which they work, so that the results 
of their labors may have significance; but we, when we ap- 
praise human nature, are likely to judge from the result of a 
testing which employs materials debased and degraded with 
all of the fear and envy and dishonesty that life teaches. How, 
from such foolish testing, may we appraise the possibilities of 
our race? Cannot we see more clearly these possibilities by 
examining, in a little child, what we all could be if we were 
strong enough to save for our own lives the simplicity of a 
child? 

In the presence of a child, most of us feel a shame for’ our 
transgressions. We try then to be considerate and honest; not 
to be evil-tongued: so that the baby will not, following our 
example, become like us. Most of the virtue in this world can 
be traced to this shame: to the responsibility of parents to pre- 
serve, as best they can, the integrity and innocence of their 
children. Without children to watch us with their intelligent 
sharp eyes, how much worse we would behave! 

How closely must we watch our step! How clearly we real- 
ize that, if we misbehave, some day these bright observers will 
see thru our shams and shame us with their penetration as 
they sadden us with their imitation. What other thing may we 
receive from the world to recompense us for this exposure? 


Persons who know well men and women truly great in 
character unite in exclaiming over the simplicity and child- 
likeness of these leaders of thought and of people. They, 
more than most of us, have succeeded in retaining in their 
adult years the nature with which they were born. To them, 
the world remains a daily renewed marvel; their companions 
and colleagues in labor, an inspiration; the race itself, a tre- 
mendous bundle of tightly bound possibilities, which they 
labor ceaselessly to release.

sharply differentiated from normal de- 
preciation. Your claim must be reasonable, 
and you'll need convincing evidence to 
back it up. 

But for all the work involved, dividends 
gained in tax reduction may be more than 
adequate compensation. 


Here’s the law. Authority for deducting 
many a casualty loss is granted in Section 
23 of the internal revenue code: 

‘“‘In computing net income there shall be 
allowed as deductions: In the case of an 
individual, losses sustained during the tax- 
able year and not compensated for by in- 
surance or otherwise . . . of property not con- 
nected with trade or business, if the loss 
arises from fires, storms, shipwreck, or other 
casualty, or from theft.” 

Headline-making events—floods, earth- 
quakes, fires, hurricanes, tornadoes, or 
lightning—cause deductible losses, but evi- 
dence is all-important. One claimed fire 
loss was denied, even tho repair expenses 
were greater than the insurance payment, 
because there was no proof of salvage value. 
In another case a storm reduced the value 
of a house, but no loss was allowed because 


the taxpayer spent nothing for repairs; the 
transaction wasn’t considered “‘closed.” 

When it comes to “other casualties,” 
almost any deduction for losses from nat- 
ural physical forces stands a chance of being 
allowed. 

After water pipes were frozen and burst, a 
damage deduction was allowed. The same 
was true of a hot-water-boiler explosion in 
a residence. Another approved claim fol- 
lowed a quarry blast which damaged a tax- 
payer’s home. Ice damage to foundation or 
sidewalks comes within current interpreted 
limits of the law. 

These losses, obviously, arose from ‘‘sud- 
den, unexpected, or unusual causes,” with- 
out intent on the part of the taxpayers. 


If rains don’t come. There are bound to 
be inconsistencies in the tax code, for, like 
Topsy, it just grew, thru voluminous court 
decisions piled on legislation. 

The collector will turn a deaf ear if you 
claim a deduction for termite or erosion 
damage. He'll quote the rule about “sud- 
den, unexpected, or unusual cause,” and 
contend the damage done by a termite is 
slow and continuous. [ Turn to page 114

\ HAT happens when a house is planned, 
not to conform to a set room arrangement, 
or period, or color scheme, but to express 
home to the people who live in it?

the loveliness of 18th-Century furniture.

‘“‘When old people come to my office,” said the doctor, “‘I look 
for red unhealthy gums, sores at the corners of the mouth, other 
signs of malnutrition. Case after case shows downright scurvy— 
right here in the breadbasket of the world. In India starvation is 
understandable, but never here.” 

My mother beamed under the abuse. She promised to eat any- 
thing, everything to win back her health, to renounce forever the 
milk toast-tea breakfasts and skimpy suppers that centuries of 
tradition had prescribed for old folks. Today my mother is her- 
self again, happy and healthy. 

The centuries have handed down a pattern for old age, a pat- 
tern of sleeplessness, poor appetite, irritability, and heartbreaking 
loneliness: 

““My appetite is bad—since the children left I haven’t 
bothered much with meals—seems useless to spend much 
time fixing full meals just for myself—I’m getting old—I 
seem so forgetful—the children are so busy they haven’t 
much time to visit—I could stand my aches and pains if only 
I weren’t so lonely—there’s no one who needs me now.” 

This was old age, a grim prospect of grouchy, lonely years, of 
wizening senses and body. . 


Bur not all old folks conformed to that pattern. And medical 
science has recently begun to observe that “the lower the eco- 
nomic level, the more frequently, the more severe, and the earlier 
in life’? the symptoms of old age appeared. 

Army doctors have found in their young patients symptoms 
that looked surprisingly like those of old age. During the early 
New Guinea campaign there were the same dejected appetites, 
physical and mental fatigue, reduced resistance to infection, and 
despondency. Common sense told them to forget it, that living 
in the tropics did strange things to people. But the symptoms 
persisted. Soldiers grew quarrelsome, increasingly nervous and 
forgetful. They lost their fighting spirit. The medics made re- 
peated analyses of their tinned rations and found them only 
slightly deficient. But when supply ships came with fresh vege- 
tables and fruit and meat, like magic the symptoms of old age 
disappeared. 

Medical science began to recall other like stories, for instance

Where winters are too 
cold or too wet for pelargoniums and suc- 
culents like these, moss phlox, cushion- 
type chrysanthemums, and the _ shorter 
polyantha roses could be supplemented by 


annuals. Brilliant petunias like the glowing, 
rose-red Radiance, Lilliput zinnias, and 
such dwarf marigolds as Golden Bedder, 
Flash, and Butterball can create an equally 
lively effect. Sempervivums and sedums 
could fill a few chinks and Somerset daphne, 
pudgy Rose daphnes, Korean box, and low 
junipers could occupy spots similar to those 
the Giant Aeonium fills in the Adams’ gar- 
den. These would give form to northern 
plantings thru the colder months and make 
handsome backgrounds for clumps of little 
spring-flowering bulbs—daffodils, bubbly 
crocus, quaint blue grape-hyacinths, and 
fritillarias with the curious checkered mark- 
ings that won them the so-suitable, old-time 
name of Guinea-hen flowers.

But it doesn’t. 

There are thin spots, bare spots, weeds. 
It looks a little moth eaten, it burns out in 
summer, crabgrass takes it over. 

Why, and what can you do about it? 

Well, a lawn can be no better than its 
soil. The prevailing idea is that spreading 
a few inches of topsoil over subsoil from 
the basement excavation is adequate. 
Usually it isn’t. Usually not enough is 
added, and often the topsoil itself isn’t 
really satisfactory. 

The best way to make heavy clay sub- 
soils into topsoil, or to improve sandy soils 
that dry out too fast, is this: Sow a fast- 





growing grass crop like timothy in the 
spring; spade it under in the early fall; 
then sow rye or winter wheat; spade them 
under the following spring. That’s all. 
It takes one year. The multitude of tiny 
roots of these grass crops loosen and im- 
prove the soil more than any other cover 
crop or organic matter plowed under. 


Ir YOU can’t stand the jibes of the neigh- 
borhood while growing these cover crops, 
you can apply a 2-inch layer of barnyard 
manure, rotted leaves, or similar compost 
material and mix it with the soil by two 
spadings. 

Or use sifted ashes, as illustrated. 

Heavy clay soils, even on a hillside, may 
retain so much water that root growth is 
hindered; the water replaces the air in the 





soil which roots must have for growth. 

For most of the country, Kentucky blue- 
grass is still the best lawn grass available. 
The standard sowing rate is 3 pounds per 
1,000 square feet. In the South bluegrass 
is not satisfactory; St. Augustine grass, 
Bermuda grass, and 
zoysia are used. Zoysia is advertised under 
the name of FLAWWN. Present indications 
are that it is best used south of the Mason- 
Dixon line.

THE estate satisfied the other three fam- 
ilies.

Not only 
were the men all engaged in academic 
work, but they had somewhat similarly 
proportioned budgets and families. The 
Mcllroys have two children: Douglas, 13, 
and Nancy, 10 (present ages); the Rob- 
netts, one child: Dick, 5; the Tallmans, 
two: Terry, 10, and Susan, 7; and the 
Dietzes, two: Gretchen, 7, and Henry, 4. 

The experiment was eminently success- 
ful, the group feels. However, they do not 
promote their idea without reservation. 
They point out that, for most families, 
buying a lot and building a home strains 
financial resources to the utmost.

Add to this the fact 
that group relations must be kept at the 
point where they are an advantage and 
not a drawback, and you have a prescrip- 
tion that will not apply to all prospective 
builders.

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1A fold-away breakfast nook like the one 


» shown here takes little space in a corner, 


keeps appliances and pottery handy be- 
tween meals, and opens out to become a 
table 30 inches wide and 38 to 40 inches 
long at mealtime. A steel clip at the top 
holds the table up when it’s not in use. 
Knobs on the lower cabinets meet when 
the doors are opened, and the doors sup- 
port the table top.

2A kitchen door wastes space if set too 
close to the corner, so that no equipment, 
no cabinet can go between it and the wall.

Do that and you 
then gain space for your refrigerator or 
for that needed cabinet and work counter. 


3 Te gain counter space in a kitchen with 
a tall, low-set window, shorten the window 
so that its new sill comes level with the 
backsplash of the counter to be installed. 
This is a minor operation. Lift out the 
window, install a new subsill in the exist- 
ing frame, and cut down the side rails of 
the old sash. Then fill in below the new 
ledge. An easy way to fill in is to build a 
flower box to sit on the old ledge, as shown. 
It’ll both give you pleasure and cover any 


” evidence of the old window. 


Or instead of shortening the old win- 
dow, leave it alone and build the new 
counter around it, as illustrated, leaving 
a narrow well, or pocket, down to the old 
sill. Fill with geraniums. 
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4 Big old kitchens which keep you trotting 
from sink to refrigerator to counter to stove 
and back again, and yet for all their size 
don’t provide enough counter and cabinet 
space and a place to eat, can be divided 
like this by building a peninsula into the 
middle. One part becomes the new kitchen, 
with all equipment and cabinets and 
counters rearranged into the compact U- 
shape that has proved so ideal for kitchen 
layout. The other section of the old kitchen 
becomes an eating spot, where children 
can play and the whole family can catch a 
quick breakfast or supper in the kitchen 
without being underfoot. 


5 A useless Cinderella corner, as yOu see 
here, can become the picture spot of your 
kitchen. Shorten the long, low-set old win- 
dow by the method shown on the opposite 
page. Set in a new French-window case- 
ment, frame it with glass block for bright- 
ness, set in a new counter and sink beneath 
it. Put one of the new low radiators, backed 
by a reflector, in under the sink behind 
grille doors. Fur the too-high ceiling down 
to the top of the cabinets. Like it? 


@ Cutting off the legs of an old-fashioned 
radiator brings it down from greyhound to 
Scottie size—almost—and lets you extend 
your work counter on over it to save a 
wasted wall or corner. Build a reflecting 
case of metal behind and beneath the ra- 
diator to throw the heat out thru the 
grille, back the reflector with asbestos, and 
don’t bother to hunt uses for that extra 
counter.

What Type of Freezer 
Will You Want? 


Will you freeze or store? If you won’t be 
freezing your own, but will depend on the 


commercially frozen foods you’ll be able to 
buy in increasing quantity and variety at 
your grocer’s—or if you would rather leave 
the freezing process to a locker plant—then 
you will: need to buy a holding cabinet 
only. Its primary purpose will be to store 
foods already frozen. To this end it will 
maintain a constant temperature of zero or 
below. Occasionally, if some delicacy comes 
your way, or you wish to freeze a birthday 
cake ahead, or the company doesn’t come 
to eat the chicken you bought, you can 
trust your zero-temperature holding cabi- 
net to freeze and keep it for you. 

If, however, you plan to freeze food as 


well as store food already frozen, you will 


What Size Freezer fer You? 


Storage capacity is usually stated in cubic 
feet. Exactly how much food 1 cubic foot 
will hold depends, of course, on the size and 
shape of the package and its contents. One 


typical fiat container, for instance, will per- 
mit 36 one-quart packages of frozen vege- 
tables in 1 cubic foot. Some other containers, 
however, require more space, and so do the 
odd shapes of wrapped meats. For general 
purposes, consequently, 1 cubic foot is es- 
timated as adequate for 35 pounds of food. 
A 4-, 5-, or 6-cubic-foot freezer, good for 
around 100 to 200 pounds of food, is sug- 
gested for the small family depending largely 
on commercially frozen foods, or the larger 
family using it only to hold foods taken from 
a locker. For larger families 8 to 12 cubic 
feet may be a better fit. For families freezing 


food from their own garden a still larger 
freezer may be more desirable.

Chest-type freezers are literal- 
ly that—low temperature chests 
in which you place food pack- 
ages as you would in a trunk, 
with a lid on top. 





Freezing capacity may also be stated in cu- 
bic feet, especially if the freezing compart- 
ment is separate. A 6)4-cubic-foot cabinet, 
for example, may have a 1)4-cubic-foot 
quick-freeze section, in which you can place 
unfrozen foods without appreciably affecting 
the temperatures of the 5 feet of storage space. 

For your purposes, however, freezing 
capacity should also be checked in terms of 
the exact weight of food you can safely 
freeze during a 24-hour period. Freezing is 
most efficiently accomplished when the 
compartment is packed, not solid, but to 
permit each package maximum contact 
with a freezing surface and some air. This 
does not mean that the quick-freeze capacity 


must be large. Units with 20 to 40 pounds’ 


freezing capacity have proved highly satis- 
factory. Best results demand that most foods 
be frozen in small amounts anyway. But if 
you are going in for serious freezing, it is 
wise to know what is a load and what is an 


Since it’s the nature of cold air to settle 
down, top opening tends to minimize the 
temperature loss when you open the lid. In 
smaller models the entire lid may lift in one 
piece, so you can scan your 
<>" hoard at a glance. In larger 
models it may lift in sections, 
t- either upward or sideways, to 
give you access to one part 
without unduly exposing the rest. All chest 
models are approximately waist or stand- 
ard-base-cabinet height for easy reaching, 
and will fit in, if you like, with any kitchen, 
utility room, or standard basement cabinet 
installation. 

Chest freezers may be one big compart- 
ment, for maximum space 
and maximum flexibility in 
arranging the contents. One 
such furnishes wire baskets in 
which you can sort and lift 
the food. Or they may be 





overload. Too much unfrozen food at one 
time may retard the freezing process, or 
have temperature effects not good for the 
frozen food already in storage. 


Dimensions vary with type and capacity. A 
1946 upright actually may take no more 
floor space than a refrigerator and may be 
designed to match it. Many of the smaller 
chest freezers are exactly or nearly stand- 
ard-base-cabinet height and depth. Mini- 
mum width may be about 3 feet. Larger 
chests, especially when the condenser is 
outside the cabinet, will be much wider. 
Particularly if you are buying a larger freez- 
er, plan first where you’ll put it and how you 
will get it there. It will function anywhere, 
but better if you locate it away from direct 
heat and sunlight. And it is a good idea to 
be very sure of its exact dimensions in ad- 
vance so that you can be sure it will go thru 
all necessary doors, around all corners. 
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You'll Want a Freezer 


If you have a frozen-food locker, particu- 
larly any distance from your home. With a 
freezer in your basement, kitchen, or utility 
room, you can visit your locker less often, 
bring home each trip several weeks’ sup- 
plies, knowing that you won’t have to use 
them up immediately, but can safely hold 
them until they fit exactly into your meal 
planning schedule. 


If you have a garden and a freezer, you’ve 
licked for good the garden-surplus problem, 
can proudly serve in January the straw- 
berries you so proudly picked in June.

Then all 
you have are fond memories—or re- 
grets.”” We hope and believe that with 
us, they will all be fond memories.

An ASPARAGUS bed can in one 
and the same summer do a whale of 
a job of pleasing both your palate 
and your beauty-loving eye. As- 
paragus tips cut within the hour 
they’re consumed are luxury items 
common only to those who grow 
their own. Yet the plants are far 
from expensive. And, once you’ve 
planted it properly, asparagus re- 
quires only occasional care. Well- 
tended beds have yielded heavily 
thru a long cutting season each 
spring for as long as 20 years. 

Far too few of those with high- 
yielding plantings make use of the 
feathery green asparagus as back- 
grounds for summer annuals and 
bulbs, early-flowering chrysanthe- 
mums, and especially for brilliant 
gladioli whose own foliage is pretty 
scanty. Since cutting of sprouts must 
stop by July 1, to allow the plants 
time to tops and gather 
strength for the following spring’s 
succulent crop, this means that the 
bed is feathery and green in ample 
time to back bright annuals and the 
earliest gladioli. 


grow 


Sixty plants will give the average 
family enough asparagus. One-year 
crowns are the best buy. These come 
in bundles, usually not graded as to 
size. So, buy 100, and use only the 
60 strongest roots. If the plants are 
spaced 18 inches apart in the row, 
60 plants will fill 3 rows, each 33 
feet long. Make the rows 4 feet from 
center to center. 

Asparagus roots spread sidewise, 
so for each row open a trench 6 to 8 
inches deep and 2 feet wide. Leave a 
slight ridge down the middle. Set 
your plants astride this ridge, with 
buds up, and spread the roots widely. 


Cover at first with only 2 to 3 
inches of soil. Fill in the rest of the 
trench gradually as you hoe to keep 
the weeds down. The first summer 
after planting, your asparagus plants 
will make a good background for 
sun-loving annuals, but there can 
be no cutting for food and only a 
little the second year. After that, 
you can eat all you like for weeks 
every spring, and can freeze all you 
don’t eat, for winter meals. 
Asparagus seldom thrives in a 
soil that’s not “‘sweet,” that is—on 
the lime and not the acid side. Be- 
cause it’s the earliest garden crop, a

sandy loam that warms up quickly 
under the spring sun is best. 

In former years it was thought 
necessary to dig deep trenches for 
asparagus and to lay in thick layers 
of manure before setting the roots. 
Later experience shows that because

Two pounds of a balanced plant 
food for each 100 square feet con- 
stitutes a good spring feeding. This 
should be given yearly. 

Dust your rows with a rotenone- 
bearing mixture if beetles attack the 
young asparagus tips. If only a few 
of these pests appear, do away with 
them by hand-picking. You can dis- 
pose of them by dropping them into 
a can half-full of water on which a 
quarter inch of kerosene floats.

Where 
Common Names 
Contuse 





By Rh. Milton Carleton 


Mosr people shy away from 
scientific or botanical names for 
their flowers as “‘too hard” or ‘“‘con- 
fusing.” They don’t realize that 
common names are all too often 
even more confusing because they 
are too common, too localized. 

Take the name Lily as an ex- 
ample. It has been applied to liter- 
ally hundreds of flowers, most of 
which do not belong to the true 
lilies, or even to the great Lily fam- 
ily. Even so thoroly established a 
name as Lily-of-the-valley, which by 
custom belongs to Convallaria majus, 
with its fragrarit small white bells, 
has also been applied to two unre- 
lated plants, Mazanthemum canadense 
and Smilacina stellata. How can the 
seedsman, the botanist, or the amas 
teur gardener be sure which Lily-of- 
the-valley is meant? 

I have recorded more than 60 
common names for the common 
pansy, ranging from the simple 
Heart’s Ease to that longest name 
in the entire floral dictionary— 
Meet-Her-in-the-Entry -Kiss-Her- 
in-the-Buttery. 

There are 76 different flowers 
ascribed to the Devil, while those 
dedicated to Our Lady total 63. 
There are over 50 called Indian, but 
no distinction is made _ between 
American and Asiatic Indians. Four 
entirely different flowers are called 
Adam-and-Eve, and in addition, a 
whole genus of orchids is called by 
this same combination. 

When Bobbie Burns wrote with 
such feeling about the daisy, he 
knew exactly the flower he meant, 
but since his day millions of readers 
have pictured any one of a hundred- 
odd flowers with rayed petals as the 
object of his poesy. 

Rose is another name that has lost 
much of its meaning by misuse, 
having been applied to such diverse 
plants as a wildling morning-glory 
(Convolvulus sepium) and to woody 
shrubs—althaeas of various species. 
Then, to mix up the searcher for in- 
formation even more, the althaea or 
Rose-of-Sharon must share even 
that name with the biblical flower,

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which was probably the Meadow 
saffron (Colchicum autumnale). 

Besides the great genus Campan- 
ula, the name bellflower is used to 
“identify” six other genera, only one 
of which is closely related. Bitter- 
sweet, Bitterroot, and _ Bitterweed 
have been applied indiscriminately 
to so many plants as to be all but 
meaningless. 


Botanical names are simpler. 
Anyone who uses botanical names 
is not troubled by this confusion. 
Once he knows the name of a flower 
(provided the original identification 
was correct) he is on firm ground. 
A scientific name is made up of two 
parts, the first the genus and the 
second the species. The genus is the 
larger division and _ corresponds 
roughly to the paternal name such 
as Jones. The second is the given 
name or species, corresponding to, 
let us say, Mary. Thus the name is 
written Jones Mary rather than the 
other way around. But unlike hu- 
mans, who might duplicate Mary 
Jones (in name at least) a few thou- 
sand times, the scientist never repeats 
himself. If duplication does occur, 
the first name applied stands. Even 
tho the first plant to which it was 
applied is an insignificant, unim- 
portant waif of the floral world, that 
rule is never broken, no matter how 
important the second wearer may be. 

Even when a plant may have been 
given several different botanical 
names, such as the Ground Ivy 
(Nepeta hederacea, Nepeta glechoma 
and Glecoma hederacea), each of these 
names, and the reasons for its use, 
is a matter of record. One familiar 
with botanical nomenclature, given 
any one of these names, can run 
down its identity anywhere in the 
world, tell you where it came from 
and what it looks like. If he has 
access to a herbarium, he might 
even show you a specimen, perhaps 
the very type specimen from which 
the species was named. 


Only known locally. U nfortunate- 
ly, common names do not arise out 
of decisions of scientists: they come 
into being because ordinary gar- 
deners see an unfamiliar flower, are 
unable to identify it, and apply a 
name that sounds reasonable to 
them. As a boy I saw such a name 
come into being—in fact, I invented 
that name. In our garden grew a 
hardy plant with a small, loose 
flower borne in long sprays. Because 
it resembled the flower our local 
greenhouse sold as mimosa, I called 
it Hardy Mimosa. 

Despite the fact that mimosa is a 
woody shrub, tender, and not grown 
in gardens, it was not a bad com- 
mon name, as common names go. 
To this day there are specimens of 
this so-called Hardy Mimosa grow- 
ing in my home town and people 
enjoy them just as much as if they 
knew it under its correct name of 
chrysanthemum. As long as their 
plants survive, they can get along 
with this name I invented. But once 
they lose their plants, they must 
know the scientific name or they 
will be unable to locate new stocks. 

If we could always know what 
common names mean, we would not 
need botanical or scientific classifi- 
cations at all. But because common 
names vary from one locality to the 
next, because they confuse as much

Where Common 


Names Confuse

as they clarify, the beginning gar- 
dener should become familiar with 
the fixed, unchanging names that 
have been given to plants by scien- 
tific workers. 


Easy to say. Such names are not 
hard to say once they are known. 
My /7-year-old rattles off Liatris 
pycnostachya — Ly-AY-tris pyk-no- 
STAY-ky-a—as readily as she would 
use its common name of Blazing 
Star. Under that common name it 
might be confused with no less than 
six other species and genera— 
Aletris farinosa, Mentzelia lindlyei, 
Chamaelirium luteum, Lychnis chalce- 
donica, various ¢tritonias and several 
lapirousias. But there is only one 
Liatris pycnostachya, a known identity 
to botanists the world over. 

Many scientific names are beau- 
tiful in themselves—sheer poetry 
when you learn to say them. Who 
would not rather use Trillium erectum 
than a common name of Bloody 
Nose? Certainly the rhythm of 
Chrysanthemum leucantheumum rings 
more pleasantly in the ear than 
Horse Daisy, while Aconitum napellus 
has a more scholarly sound than 
Grandma’s Nightcap. 

Because common names are too 
common, my advice to novice gar- 
deners is not to be afraid of scientific 
names. Get a good pronouncing 
dictionary and look up the right way 
(or at least the accepted way) to 
pronounce them. Don’t be afraid 
to mispronounce them a few times— 
someone will correct you sooner or 
later. Even when this happens, don’t 
be too much disturbed. Actually, 
the professors never spoke to the 
ancient Greeks and Romans from 
whom our scientific terms came. 
The pronunciations they’ve accepted 
may be just as far off as yours! 

Once you have learned the value 
of these tools of gardening knowl- 
edge, you'll never give them up.

Brick paths wear well, blend 
with the charm of tiny gardens or 
the spaciousness of larger areas. 
Merely select a brick pattern which 
emphasizes the desired size of your 
outdoor area. Patterns to fit all 
finances are available—here are 
five low-cost patterns which an 
amateur can lay successfully. 

Brick walks laid by the home- 
owner can be permanently firm if 
these simple rules are observed. 1) 
Buy hard-burned bricks recom- 
mended for outdoor walks; soft- 
burned bricks crumble quickly when 
exposed to frost. 2) Lay the bricks 
on a 2-inch layer of sand, previously 
packed thoroly by repeated tamp- 
ing. 3) After each 6 foot of walk is 
laid, go back and fill the joints be- 
tween the bricks with fine sand, 
sweep away the surplus sand, and 
pound on a heavy plank laid length- 
wise of the walk to settle the bricks 
uniformly.

Sterilized flat, ready for seeds, con- 
tains garden soil covered with a l- 
inch layer of screened sphagnum 
moss. Glass will be put over the top 
of the box to retard surface drying 


Do YOU hesitate to start your own 
plants from seed because in the past 
your seedlings suddenly fell: over 
soon after they came up? Forget it! 
Now—thanks to rediscovery of the 
sterile qualities of sphagnum moss— 
anyone can grow seedlings free from 
damping-off diseases. Here’s how: 


1. Prepare the flats. Small ones 
are easier to handle, allow you to use 
an individual flat for each kind of 
seed. Sterilize old flats by soaking 
them in boiling water. Half fill flat 
with garden soil, firm slightly. Add 
sphagnum moss—previously put 
thru a 14-inch mesh screen—until 
flat is full. Press moss down until it 
is 4 inch from top of flat. Sprinkle 
with water, allow to settle. 


2. Sew seeds. They may be sown 
thickly, since there is no danger of 
damping-off. But sow uniformly to 
allow equal chance for development 
of seedlings. Only large seeds should 
be covered—and then use only a 
very light covering. 


3. Feed regularly. Soak sphag- 
num with a nutrient solution made 
by dissolving 1 rounded teaspoon 
each of superphosphate and potas- 
sium nitrate in 1 gallon of water. 
Sprinkle again in 12 to 24 hours to 
insure thoro moistening of moss. 
Use of nutrient solution is essential 
for normal! development of seedlings. 


4. Avoid rapid drying. Put flat in 
a sunny, warm window, covering 
with glass to prevent surface drying. 
Until the seeds germinate, cover 
with newspaper during sunny hours. 
As seedlings develop, admit air 
gradually. Water only as needed. 


5. Transplant seedlings later. 
Seedlings are easily removed from 
moss and separated for individual. 
planting. Particles of moss clinging 
to rootlets protect the delicate root 
system during the move.

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Tricks of the Flower Trade 


By Fae Huttenlocher 





‘s 
if LOWER time is almost here again. Make ready— 
get out your bowls, sharpen your cutters, brush up on 
short cuts that simplify flower-fixing. Put all of your 
flower-arranging tools and accessories in a special cabi- 
net close to the sink where you usually fix your blooms. 
And remember some of these useful tricks of the trade; 
they'll give your arrangements a professional touch. 


If I could have just three bewls for my flowers, 
these would be my choices: (1) A low, rectangular bowl, 
1214" long, 744” wide, 144” deep. Its simple lines and 
secondary colors—grayed yellow-green outside and 
soft yellow inside—are harmonious with almost every 
type of flower and branch. (2) Excellent for occasional 
table, tea tray, mantel, desk, or dresser is a rectangular 
pillow-type bowl, 414” high, 334” wide, dark green in 
color. (4) Ideal for most round dining tables is a round 
bowl, 8144” in diameter, 134” deep, in white, pale 
yellow, or gray-green. 

(3) My favorite container for natural arrangements of

evergreens, barren twigs, or flowering branches is this 
section of a small hollow tree base, 6’’ high, 234’ wide 
at top. Bark has been removed, the wood stained black, 
shellacked, and rubbed to a satiny finish. A small con- 
densed-milk can inside holds water. 

(5) Use round, square, or rectangular stands to pro- 
tect your table’s surface from bowl moisture, to add 
stability, richness, and importance to your flowers. All 
of the boards shown are 34" thick. The long ones are 
4"’ wide, 16’’ long; the square ones are 8” and 514” 
square. All have been given a coat of black flat enamel. 
The round burl is a 10” slice sawed from a stick 
of firewood. After its surface is sandpapered smooth, 
it can be waxed to obtain a natural color, or stained if 
a dark base is preferred. 


These containers, usually found among kettles and 
dishes, lend themselves readily to flower holding. 

(1) A rectangular glass baking dish, 6144” wide, 10144” 
long, inconspicuously lends itself to such flowers as roses, 
gladioli, or asters on the dining table. 

(2) Rectangular bread tins are of good 
proportion and size for carrying flower 
arrangements along a banquet table. 
Small one is 414” long, 234""-wide;*%" 
deep; the larger, 714” long, 334” wide, 
2’ deep. Pans are easily concealed with 
foliage. Arrange in a straight or staggered 
line, or space with candles in between. 

(3) Low clusters of snapdragons, lark- 
spur, small zinnias, polyantha roses, or 
blue cornflowers look well in a 6’’-square, 
crystal ash tray, 134” deep, on occasional 
tables, desks, or dressers. 

(4) A brown-and-beige cheese pot, 
2'4" high, 3° wide, harmoniously ac- 
commodates short-stemmed garden flow- 
ers (petunias, pansies, snapdragons, 
small zinnias, dwarf or French mari- 
golds) brought in to brighten small areas. 

(5) Pleasing in Provincial rooms, a 
pottery sirup pitcher 4” high and 3” 
wide turns a casual arrangement of old- 
fashioned flowers such as marigolds,

he Winchester group emphasizes 
the importance of “a working re- 
lat onship where complete candor 
is the first rule, where families co- 
operate when it is mutually advan- 
tagcous, but where they make their 
own decisions always as to whether 
or ot to cooperate on a given point.”

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Tree Peonies 


By Helen Van Pelt Wilson 





China gave us these choice shrubs, 
colorful, early to bloom, long-lived

Tulips, showing behind the clump 
above, are ideal companions for 
tree peonies; they offer contrast in 
both size and colors. Tree peonies 
produce 5- to 10-inch blooms, like 
the one at the right, in early May. 
Established bushes often have up 
to 100 of these huge flowers, some 
plants have borne as many as 400 


TREE peonies—they’re __ really 
shrubs four feet high and sometimes 
five across—are aristocrats among 
peonies. Tho somewhat slow, they’re 
not hard to grow. Flowers can be 
expected by the time the plants are 
3 years old. And the plants burst 
into bloom two weeks before the 
herbaceous peonies are ready. 

Originally tree peonies came from 
China. Few perennials have longer 
lives. Boston has a tree peony more 
than 100 years old, and many plants 
in Philadelphia date back to the 
Centennial Exposition of 1876. 

Three types of tree peonies are 
now available: the Chinese (some- 
times called European) with broad 
foliage and large double blooms; 
the Japanese, with fine, narrow 
foliage and broad crinkle-tipped 
petals radiating from a brilliant mass 
of golden anthers; and hybrids of 
the yellow species Paeonia lutea known 
as the Lemoine Hybrids. 

Among the yellows, Argosy, a 
sulfur with purple-red at the base, 
and the salmon-suffused La Lor- 
raine are probably the most beauti- 
ful. Souvenir de Maxime Cornu is 
an even sturdier grower with its 
yellow overcast with red. 


In many colors. Reine Elizabeth, 
double, cherry-colored, and a good 
grower, is absolutely tops with me in 
tree peonies. It’s so lovely it’s been

termed “‘the finest of all Chinese 
doubles” by no less an authority 
than John C. Wister, author of the 
Tree Peony supplement to the 
American Peony Society manual. 
Reine Elizabeth is by now one of 
the less expensive varieties and 
makes an ideal start of a collection. 

Order Comtesse de Tuder or 
Carolina d’Italie if you prefer pale 
pink, Marquis de Clapiers for vivid 
salmon, Athlete for charming, rose- 
colored blooms. Yoyo-no-homare is 
a magnificent, semidouble, bright 
rose. Royal-purple Rimpo is choice 
and easy to grow. 

The single whites with satiny, 
waterlily cups are enchanting. Fugi- 
no-mine Yaso-okina, Fuji-oe-ryo, 
and the rather more double Renka- 
ku (Flight of Cranes) rate listing 
among the best. 

Tree peonies can be had in 5-inch 
pots. They are well-rooted and ready 
to bloom the second year after plant- 
ing. Larger plants, 4- to 5-year-old 
specimens, which have already 
flowered in the nursery, cost about 
the same as hybrid rhododendrons 
of similar size. Indeed, one catalog 
terms the tree peony ‘“‘the rhoclo- 
dendron of the Middlewest.”

Delphiniums Start Karly 






Jackson-Perkins

Modern delphiniums produce 
towering spikes of blue, lavender, 
or white. Use plant food, and 
water liberally for vigorous grow th, 
but don’t pamper these giants 





There’s still time to sow seeds this 


month, but division of clumps is risky 


Detpxiniums spend little 
time sleeping. Many of them pro- 
duce a second crop of flowers in 
the fall, then rest only during the 
coldest months. In most regions, 
active growth is resumed in March 
or earlier. Fortunately, delphin- 
iums are hardy and seldom dam- 
aged by the coldest weather even 
when not protected by a mulch. 


Divide clumps early 

Once active growth of the plant 
is resumed, root injury may stunt 
or kill it. Only in the northern- 
most states, where plants are still 
dormant, is division of delphin- 
ium clumps safe as late as March. 
Cut the clump into pieces which 
contain from 3 to 5 shoots, using a 
sharp knife. Dip each piece into a 
fungicidal solution to check en- 
trance of disease thru the cut areas. 

Seedlings move easily 

Plants from seeds sown last Au- 
gust should be large enough to go 
into their permanent home, altho 
many delphinium specialists like 
to wait until the young plants are 
a year old before moving them 
from the seedbed. 
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Don’t pamper delphiniums 


Thrifty plants and spikes from 
four to seven feet tall can be grown 
in any well-drained soil if plant 
food and water are used liberally. 
Altho direct sun gives best results, 
don’t hesitate to grow delphin- 
iums even if they receive sunlight 
only 5 hours of the day. Protection 
from high winds is advisable, but 
careful staking of the towering 
flower spikes will keep them erect. 


Feed them well 


Delphiniums should be fed a 
complete plant food as soon as they 
awaken in the spring. Use 1 table- 
spoonful for each plant. March 
isn’t too late to apply the food if 
you forgot it earlier. Well-rotted 
manure may be used liberally in- 
stead of plant food, but fresh ma- 
nure may encourage diseases. 
Bone meal and wood ashes aren't 
recommended. Use lime only 1! a 
soil test indicates a pH below 6.5. 
The necessity of lime for delphin- 
iums has been greatly exaggeraied 
—far more delphinium failures are 
due to insufficient watering. Yel-

Needlepoint holders of different sizes—4”’ round, 4”’ oval. 
2” round—are important to keep your flowers in the position 
desired. If you want to use flowers on a mirror, wood plank, or 
flat plate, place your holder in a baby-food or sardine can, a 
catsup-bottle lid, a pudding or sausage tin. These will hold a 
day’s supply of water, and can be completely concealed with 
foliage, pebbles, roc ks or a dried toadstool cluster (top row, 
right) taken from an old tree stump. Pebbles give a natural 
look to cut-flower arrangements. 


Very sharp flower clippers made especially for cutting 
stems without crushing them are a must in successful flower 
handling. Until you can get them, use a sharp knife. Water 
pick (left of clippers) holds one to four flower stems firmly, is 
excellent for combination arrangements of flowers and fruit.

Mend flower stems that crack or bend with No. 

Insert it at base of flower, then 
wind it around stem. Strengthen weak stems by running wire 


thru stem’s middle, up into flower center. Hold stem firmly be- 
tween thumb and finger as wire is pushed thru its center.

Double swinging doors 
were made of the same lum- 
ber. Freeman had 
stained shingles for use as a 

surface covering. Strip shin- 

gles matching those of the 

garage cover the storage area —

from rain and sun without clutter- 
ing up the basement or crowding 
into the auto-storage area of the 
garage. 

In addition to giving the Free- 
mans a commodious storage wall, 
2% feet deep, the remodeling proj- 
ect created a pleasant, shaded ter- 
race for outdoor dining. And the 
cost of all materials was less than $70. 


Apart from the utilitarian 
value of additional storage 
space, Freeman’s project was 
designed to make attractive 
an area west of his garage, 
where flowers had refused to 
grow. After he had cleared 
and leveled a 12- by 14-foot 
area for a terrace, Freeman 
excavated for the foundation 
of the addition and removed 
shingles of the garage wall

tling of the leaves is caused by too 
much lime, altho a commonly at- 
tempted “‘cure”’ is to add more and 
more lime to the soil. 


Control crown rot 


Crown rot affects the base of the 
plant near the ground, causing the 
flower spike to fall over. The disease 
is less common when plants are two 
or more feet apart, probably because 
rains and dews which wet the crowns 
don’t take as long to dry. If you’re 
bothered by crown rot, take the 
hint—allow plenty of room for air 
movement to dry crowns rapidly. 
Since the fungus lives in soil for 
several years, don’t move new plants 
to diseased areas. When only one 
plant is affected, dig and burn it. 
Drench the soil in the affected area 
with a 1/10 of 1 percent solution of 
mercuric chloride (your druggist 
sells this deadly poison as corrosive 
sublimate). 


Mites are pests 
Tiny cyclamen mites blacken the 
leaves they attack. At present there 
is no effective cure once plants be- 
come infested, as mites hide in the 
crown where sprays don’t penetrate. 
But plants are easily protected by 


dusting with a rotenone-and-sulfur | 
combination every 10 days during | 


the growing season. The first appli- 
cation should be made by March 1. 
Slugs are particularly fond of del- 


phiniums, but aren’t as likely to be | 


troublesome if the soil is cultivated. 
If you use a mulch in the garden, 
you should plan to distribute com- 
mercial slugbait poison this month. 





I've Flowers 
to Give 


From crocus to chrysanthemums 
in my garden, there are always love- 
ly and unusual plants in pots, all 
ready to give away. Imagine the 
pleasure of taking a friend a bushy 
little gaillardia in riotous bloom, or 
a nodding, pale-blue columbine. 

Here is how I operate. I carry pots 
out to the flower border—large pots, 
small pots, chunky ones and slender. 
Into each goes enough gravel to 
cover the drainage hole, then good 
rich soil right out of the border. In 
some [ plant annual seeds and seed- 
lings. In others, bulbs or young per- 
ennials such as veronicas, violas, 
dianthus. I sink the pots into the 
border level, cover each with a light 
mulch to eliminate drying out, 
weeds, and washing. The plants 
grow robust and handsome. 

When one of those occasions for 
gift-giving turns up, I dig mulch and 
soil away from the rim, withdraw the 
pot, scrub it, give it a new dress of 
heavy crepe paper. The delighted 
cry is always the same, ‘“‘Where on 
earth did you ever get such an un- 
usual plant!’’—Alice Missmer.

lumber. This treatment will save 
labor, materials, and dollars. 

Home life here doesn’t come to a 
halt at the foundation lines. Mod- 
ern planning for effortless indoor- 
outdoor living continues to the 
boundaries of the site. The wide, 
L-shaped terrace, accessible from 
living room and dining alcove, is 
given privacy by a jutting extension 
of brick house-wall. Beyond the 
terrace is an open expanse of lawn 
which is adequate even for such 
space-demanding family games as 
badminton or croquet. 


Tue house is set left-of-center on 
the site. To the right, from front to 
rear, are placed an oversized, de- 
tached garage housing workbench 
and wall-storage cabinets, a gar- 
dened flagstone patio screened with 
wood slats, a combined service yard 
and play yard under kitchen-win- 
dow scrutiny, and a small kitchen 
garden where fresh greens may be 
grown.

But in 1936, the courts held a 
drouth to be a casualty analogous 
to a hurricane, so drouth losses are 
deductible. The man who won that 
case really lost—he failed to submit 
evidence whereby the court could 
determine his exact loss. 

So, if you lose a number of prized 
trees during a drouth, get a detailed 
estimate, in writing, of the value of 
your property with and without the 
trees. A friend in the real-estate 
business could be very helpful. From 
the weather bureau, obtain rainfall 
dates to establish the duration of 
the drouth. Take pictures to prove 
the trees are beyond recovery. Send 
all of the evidence to the collector 
with your tax return to substantiate 
the claimed deduction; if the amount 
is not excessive, chances are it will 


be allowed. 


What's a tree worth? Trees and 
shrubs are considered an integral 
part of your “estate” by the tax 
collector. Hence the deductible loss 
is the difference in the property’s 
over-all value before and after the 
drouth, not the cost of replacement. 

That applies whether trees are 
burned, drowned, killed by bugs, 
starved by drouth, blown down in a 
storm, or damaged by ice. It’s to 
your advantage, for the value of a 
50-year-old elm might be substan- 
tially more than the cost of a seed- 
ling to replace it. An estimate will 
do; the collector doesn’t require that 
you sell the property to determine 
the exact loss. 

Before and after values are also 
the basis for computing loss if a 
‘subterranean disturbance” knocks 
your house askew. 


Profit and less. At a time when 
many a tired, old house carries a 
high valuation, you may discover 
another inconsistency in the tax law. 
If you sell your residence at a profit, 
the gain is taxable. But if you sell at 
a loss, you’re not eligible for a de- 
duction. Furthermore, you can’t 
claim a year-to-year loss for normal 
depreciation of your home. That’s 
not true of rented property; maybe 
homeowners need a lobby. 

If you’re financing a home pur- 
chase, it should not be news to you 
that interest and real-estate taxes 
(except assessments benefiting prop- 
erty) are deductible. That’s im- 
portant, for homeowners with mort- 
gages make up a great majority of 
taxpayers who gain by computing 
deductions exactly, instead of taking 
the standard short-form allowance 
—10 percent if income is less than 
$5,000, a flat $500 ifit exceeds $5,000. 

When you finance that new home, 
insist that interest be clearly identi- 
fiable as such, not tossed into a lump 
amortization payment. If the latter 
happens, the claim may be denied 
as too indefinite. Men who tussle 
with tax figures every day have a 
passion for the specific. 

Should you discover, to your sor- 
row, that title to your home is de- 
fective, you sustain no loss the tax 
collector will recognize until you 
sell or otherwise close the transac-

Neither are attorney fees and 
costs deductible if you go to court to 
clear the title. 


Re: auto smashing. The original 
tax-code contention—that casual- 
ties must be the result of “‘natural 
forces” to be deductible—has been 
modified, as demonstrated by auto- 
accident provisions. 

If you smash up that prewar 
jalopy, even tho you are to blame, 
the loss not covered by insurance is 
deductible. Providing, of course, 
you didn’t plan the wreck; driving 
while intoxicated is considered a 
willful invitation to disaster. Only 
damage to the vehicle counts; there’s 
no property loss if you must pay 
personal-injury damages. Neither 
may you deduct costs of defending 
a damage suit. 

Remember, you can deduct only 
loss actually sustained. One case on 
record involved an auto which orig- 
inally cost $1,825, and which was 
worth $190 after a collision. Upon 
due investigation, the court found 
the auto’s value before the crash was 
$225, and the deductible loss only 
$35, not $1,635 as had been hope- 
fully contended. 

It doesn’t work both ways. If the 
value of your car has increased be- 
yond the purchase price, your Joss 
is limited to the difference between 
original cost and salvage value. 

Again, evidence is of primary im- 
portance. Any used-car man can 
estimate the salvage value of your 
wrecked auto, but get it in writing. 


Thieves in the night. There’salimit 
to what sort of loss you can attribute 
to a natural casualty. You’d get but 
a smirk of disbelief if you blamed 
gravity for the loss of a valuable ring 
from your finger. 

But one taxpayer left a $500 cig- 
aret case on a night-club table, ad- 
vertised it as lost, and later won a 
theft-loss deduction. 

Loss from theft is considered a 
justifiable conclusion if anything 
disappears mysteriously from your 
home. Only actual market value 
counts; the collector won’t attempt 
to establish the ‘“‘sentimental value” 
of that old family portrait. 


In conelusion. As you collect home- 
loss dividends via the income-tax 
route, remember the loss allowed is 
the difference in value before and 
after the casualty, less insurance. 
Claim losses for the year they occur, 
as the statute of limitations doesn’t 
always permit moving claims back. 
And assemble every scrap of evi- 
dence—indefinite and uncertain 
claims are almost certainly doomed.

this in regions where the earliest 
frosts can be expected before mid- 
October. Browning of the foliage is 
a good indication of ripeness and 
readiness for the move. Give full sun 
if you want free flowering—and who 
doesn’t! And locate tree peonies, 
when possible, on the south or east 
side of a building or an evergreen 
planting for protection from winds 
and frost. 

Any well-pulverized garden soil 
will do. If it’s on the stiff, rather 
heavy side, so much the better. Ma- 
nure, however, must not be mixed 
into the soil about the roots. If the 
soil requires improvement before 
planting, mix in compost, leafmold, 
or fine peatmoss. One Pennsylvania 
grower I know states that the finest 
tree peonies he ever grew were un- 
derlaid with a layer of half-rotted 
oak leaves. Feed a balanced plant 
food each spring after growth starts. 


New nursery-grown plants are 
set with their crowns not over 3 to 
4 inches below the surface. Top

Tree peonies may be grafted suc- 
cessfully on pieces of roots from 
your herbaceous peonies if you 
make the grafts in September. Fit 
the two pieces tightly together to 
insure quick joining of the plant 
tissues. Wrap, then coat joining 
fully with grafting wax, and plant 


growth is never cut back. It is your 
aim to develop a tall, free-branching 
top. On the strength of the top de- 
pends the abundance of flowers. 

One of the pleasantest attributes 
of tree peonies is their earliness’ of 
bloom. Before May 15 (in Pennsyl- 
vania gardens) the pageant com- 
mences with Paeonia mouton, the 
reddish-magenta species. Then for 
the two weeks before Decoration 
Day, while the herbaceous peonies 
are developing their top growth, the 
tree -peonies adorn their woody 
branches with the choicest blooms 
the garden ever produces. 

A single tree peony accenting an 
important point in the shrubbery is 
arresting; two as sentinels at the 
garden gate are most attractive; four 
in the corners of a little formal gar- 
den are elegantly important; while 
a whole row edging drive or walk 
makes every visitor exclaim at the 
beauty of plants that supersede even 
the grandeur of the finest herbaceous 
peonies—and appear two weeks 
earlier! 


How to propagate. -But a row of 
tree peonies! That idea makes the

worked out. Today on his two-acre 
place McKenney has more than 
2,000 plants, the majority of them 
offspring of the first 12 purchased. 
To bring his large-scale operations 
down to our own back-yard terms, it 
means you buy 1 or 2 and then 
multiply these to a dozen or 18. 

This coming September buy and 
set in their permanent locations well- 
grown flowering-size, tree peonies, 
each 4 to 5 years old. Then the 
following September start propa- 
gating. Herbaceous peonies are 
used to provide the root systems on 
which the tree-peony tops will es- 
tablish themselves. Roots of any 
healthy peony will do. 

Lift with a spading fork the clump 
of whatever herbaceous peony you 
select, and allow the brittle roots 
to wilt for a day. Cut pieces of the 
large fleshy roots into 6-inch lengths. 
Now cut 3-inch lengths of tree- 
peony wood from the tops of those 
fine specimens you bought the year 
before, allowing at least two leaf 
buds to each piece. With a sharp 
knife slice off 1 inch on the slant 
from the lower end of each tree- 
peony cutting. Slice away also 1 
inch from the upper part of one side 
of each herbaceous-root cutting. 
Lay a tree-peony cutting and a her- 
baceous-root cutting together with 
the slanting cuts fitting snugly. Then 
tie each pair firmly with rafha, and 
cover the joining with candle drip- 
pings or grafting wax. 


Plant in a rew in a well-drained 
garden bed. Space 12 inches apart 
and set deep enough to cover con:- 
pletely the points of graft and leave 
only 2 inches protruding from the 
soil. Then mound soil over these 
tops for the winter, and before really 
cold weather comes, pile a loose 
trashy mulch over the row. Let two 
full years pass before transplanting 
the young tree peonies to their 
permanent positions. McKenney 
gets a 90-percent stand by this 
method! 

During these two years the tree- 
peony youngsters will develop single 
stems some 12 inches long. A mass 
of lead-pencil roots of their own will 
also be developing above and around 
the roots of the herbaceous stock 
which nourished them at the start. 
After the second year McKenney 
lifts his young stock and cuts away 
the herbaceous roots. He then sets 
the young plants some 3 to 4 inches 
deeper than they grew in early life. 

Obviously this propagation, even 
by McKenney’s simple scheme, 
takes time. It is not recommended 
except for garden-lovers to whom 
the developing of their own stock is 
as great a joy as the sight of the 
finished flowering product. The 
moderately patient must dig into 
their pockets and buy all their plants. 
The truly impatient are strongly 
advised to eschew tree peonies en- 
tirely and stick to zinnias, marigolds, 


/ and other flowers that bloom in a 


matter of weeks after seeds are 
planted. 

But such impatient people won’t 
know how much they’re missing 
until they see your row of dazzling, 
pink Reine Elizabeth or royal- 
purple Bird of Rimpo, some fine 
May morning, when they’re putting 
on what might, horticulturally 
speaking, be fairly described as “‘the 
greatest show on earth!”

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Grape Ties. In tying grape canes to 
wire supports, use what’s called the 
“chautauqua tie,” a fastening that 
will not chafe, cut, or slip. Cut or- 
dinary 7-ply antenna wire into 8-inch 
lengths and ravel them. Each ravel- 
ling makes a tie. Hold the cane up- 
right across the support wire be- 
tween the wire and yourself. Bend 
the tie in the middle around the cane 
and over the wire.

view points of interest thru the same 
eyes. Too, many spots have under- 
gone changes during the war, and 
may not be just what the Wilkins 
saw back in 1940. 


We Snoop to Conquer 


Don’t stop collecting information 
just because you’re under way. 
Some of your most helpful informa- 
tion and best road maps are gath- 
ered along the wayside. Whenever 
you stop for gas, ask for that com- 
pany’s map of the state you're in. 
In California, for instance, we found 
that Gas Map 1 gave us the best 
information about mountains and 
parks, Map 2 was easiest to read, 
Map 3 contained the best lists of 
tourists’ musts, while Map 4 had 
the best detailed maps of large cities. 

And it does no harm to ask the 
man at the gas pump what he thinks 
of your next hundred miles or so of 
road. He may suggest much more 
interesting secondary highways. 
Don’t be bashful about consulting 
local automobile clubs; we’ve found 
them happy to help us even tho we 
don’t belong. The same goes for 
Chambers of Commerce. In the big 
hotels, informative booklets often 
are given out. Finally, local news- 
papers will give news and adver- 
tisements of local places and doings 
—rodeos, pageants, fairs, sporting 
events, restaurants, museums— 
which will add a great deal to your 
pleasure. 

Easy Does It 

The average vacation trip by 
automobile lasts two weeks and 
covers about 1700 miles. Don’t make 
the beginner’s mistake of getting 
overtired at the very beginning by 
starting out too ambitiously. Make 
the first night’s stop a point that’s 
easily reached. Extend your daily 
mileage only as you hit your stride. 
When you’re heading back, you'll 
find yourself so eager to see the Old 
Homestead again that you'll be 
doing the highest daily mileage of 
your whole trip. 

A Chicago doctor finds that we 
do our best driving during the first 
three or four hours behind the 
wheel; after that the likelihood of 
accidents increases sharply. The 
National Safety Council says that 
300 miles of continuous driving in- 
creases eyestrain 40 percent and 
lessens coordination 47 percent. So 
it pays to nip fatigue before it has a 
chance to develop. 

Yéars ago, on some heavy’ gravel 
roads in Nova Scotia, my wife and I 
made a rule which never lets us get 
overtired. At the end of every 50 
miles the driver shouts, ‘‘Stint’s 
end!”’, stops the car, gets out, and 
ambles around the idle steed, yawn- 
ing, stretching, or perhaps doing a 
bit of stationary trotting. Then he or 
she takes a passenger’s seat and 
someone else takes the wheel. If you 
have to do all the driving, this rest 
precaution is doubly important, 
altho you can make the intervals 
longer on new straight highways.

with four inches of insulation above 
the wood. After cement floors were 
tarred and covered with two layers 
of tar building paper, four-inch 
sleeper strips were anchored, three 
inches of insulation applied, leaving 
one inch of dead air space, and 
hardwood floors attached. The 
usual subflooring was eliminated. 
The gas heater, with a thermo- 
stat to control heat, was converted 
from a space heater into a duct 
heater. Equipped with a blower, it 
is used to cool the house in summer. 
Upon entering the house, you 
find a kitchen so tiny you can spin 
on your heel and touch everything, 
yet it contains range, refrigerator, 
sink, a tiny dining area, and an un- 
expected amount of cupboard space. 


Beyonp the kitchen is the com- 
fortably large living room, domi- 
nated by a marble fireplace pur- 
chased for $15 at a mansion being 
razed. Above the mantel is a room- 
mirror, with recessed 
shelves on either side. Another wall 
holds the oversized bay window 
overlooking the sunken garden. 

A commodious wardrobe is built 
into the dressing room, between 
living room and bath, and beyond 
the bath is a compact utility room, 
housing, in addition to the gas 
heater, an automatic water heater, 
shelves for canned goods, a laundry 
tub, a clothes locker, and space for a 
new washing machine. The exterior 
utility-room door is insulated like a 
refrigerator door.

war began to age, grow curiously 
sluggish, sapped of their courage 
and stamina, fear-ridden and de- 
pressed. When heavy doses of Vita- 
min B, were added to supplement 
the ration-short meals, men and 
women snapped back with surpris- 
ing vigor. 


GRADUALLY there has begun to 
crystallize in medical minds an ex- 
citing thought: that maybe the 
chronic symptoms of age aren’t age 
at all, but instead are the result of 
long-continued deficiency in diet. 
Books, clinical studies, staid scien- 
tific journals buzz with the idea. 
**Long-standing ailments have been 
mistakenly regarded as character- 
istics of old age,”’ says the National 
Research Council in a recent bul- 


letin on nutritional deficiencies. ‘‘In | 


reality they are deficiencies develop- 
ing slowly over a lifetime, and may 


be seen beginning in childhood, even | 


in infancy.’” 
Nutritional ailments that we think 
are old age probably begin in short- 


pants days. When high-chair eating | 


habits are bad enough, aging occurs 


that no doctor fails to recognize— | 


rickets, emaciation, and others. 


Bur the most dangerous eating 
habits are those only slightly faulty, 
where nutritional deficiencies are a 
long time—practically a lifetime— 
in coming on. Symptoms are vague, 
the cause may be long undetected. 

It is for this reason that to prolong 
the usefulness of middle years, man 
must be taught proper eating habits 
during babyhood and must stick to 
them thruout youth and maturing 
years. 

Even more important, he must be 
not well fed, but perfectly fed. Of 
700 elderly people studied in several 
institutions where diets were care- 
fully calculated and apparently 
adequate, many were found with 
obvious or hidden nutritional de- 
ficiencies. Poor eating habits, pro- 
longed cooking to make the food 
soft, diet restrictions due to disease, 
and lessened ability to utilize and 
store vitamins were suggested as 
contributory factors. Scattered stud- 
ies by British investigators report a 
70 percent improvement in “‘senile 
characteristics” like loose, emaciated 
skin and nervous disorders when 
patients were treated with Vitamins 
B and C. Canadian doctors report 
that in Newfoundland, where 
dietary deficiencies are serious and 
widespread, many women in their 
twenties have the wrinkled skin of 
old crones. 


Ar MAYO CLINIC, women 
chosen for the good eating habits and 
lack of nerves were subjected to a diet 
only slightly lacking in Vitamin B,, 
the sort of meals thousands of Amer- 
icans regularly eat. After several 
months they became depressed and 
irritable, developed headaches and 
backaches and stomach distress 
after meals. Their appetites became 
capricious. They suffered from in- 
somnia, failing memory, and were 
unduly irritated by noise. There was

even evidence of disturbed heart 
action. When the diet was corrected, 
the symptoms vanished and their 
even tempers returned, to their own 
great relief. 

What happens to the appetites 
and spirits of old folks takes the form 
of ‘a dastardly circle—long defi- 
ciency leads to jaded appetites and 
queer eating habits which in turn 
lead to more dangerous deficiencies, 
even starvation, and the pattern of 
lonely old age. It’s a snowball that 
starts slowly but at length catapults 
its victims into acute disorders. 


Wao knows, say doctors, but what 
the old town character is ‘‘queer” 
not because he lives alone, but be- 
cause bad eating habits so common 
among the reclusive have injured 
his nerves. Who knows but that 
natives of the tropics are lazy, not 
so much of tropical heat, but be- 
cause they haven’t learned to keep 
livestock and poultry and are starved 
for lack of meat, eggs, and milk. 

Altho the body of nutritional data 
on old age is insufficient and some- 
times inconclusive, all of it points 
unerringly to one conclusion—that 
our old folks are pathetically fed. 
For every observable case of scurvy, 
beriberi, and pellagra, there are 
probably 99 unobserved—subclini- 
cal deficiencies that sap well-being 
and leave people depressed and pre- 
maturely old. Ill effects result from 
one-third the deficiency required to 
produce scurvy. 


How to correct those eating 
habits? Mark Twain probably had 
the best idea: ‘‘Habit is habit, and 
not to be flung out of the window by 
any man, but coaxed downstairs a 
step at a time.” 

More can be done for the aging 
than for the aged, geriatricians in- 
sist; especially before age 40, eating 
habits can be best corrected—as 
they most certainly need to be. Out 
of more than 1,000 Lockheed Air- 
craft employees, for instance, only 
8 percent were perfectly fed. Among 
225 private patients of upper-income 
levels studied in Philadelphia, 77 
percent were getting recommended 
allowances of riboflavin, 76 of thia- 
min, 74 of calories, 46 of calcium, 40 
of iron, 37 of protein. Included were 
nine physicians whose diets were as 
bad as any. 


Tue nutritional problem of old 
folks, in a nutshell, is that their min- 
eral and vitamin needs remain sub- 
stantially unchanged, even tho their 
need for calories lessens as they be- 
come less active. As they reduce 
their caloric intake, they develop 
mineral and vitamin deficiencies. 
Longer cooking to make foods easier 
to chew and digest robs them of 
minerals and vitamins, and older 
folks probably have a_ lessened 
ability to absorb and store what 
they need. 

Here’s a simplified dietary rule to 
prolong middle years. Simply eat 
heartily one of each class every day: 

1 milk, buttermilk, or cheese 
2 meat, fish, or eggs

Irs very important, geriatricians 
generally agree, to have ample pro- 
tein. A shortage may be a very im- 
portant contributing factor to poor 
health, especially of liver disorders. 
A diet too rich in fats may increase 
the incidence of hardening of the 
arteries and fatty livers, besides 
diabetes and certain heart and kid- 
ney disorders. Excessive carbo- 


hydrates may result in injury to the“ 


insulin-producing pancreas with re- 
sultant diabetes. Among Italians 
whose spaghetti diet piles up too 
much carbohydrates, the middle 
years between youth and old age are 
notably short. 

Professor Henry C. Sherman of 
Columbia University states that a 
diet with two to four times the 
amount of calcium usually con- 
sidered adequate to health will ex- 
tend life at its prime. He recom- 
mends that you double your intake 
of fruit, vegetables, and milk for a 
long healthy life. Whatever potion 
is dispensed by a fountain of youth 
would probably be filled with pro- 
teins, calcium, Vitamin A, C, and 
riboflavin. The Hansa tribes living 
high in the Himalayas on a diet 
largely of goats’ milk, eggs, whole 
grains and fruits, especially apri- 
cots, which are iron-rich, have been 
found to be so vigorous and free 
from diseases of nutritional origin 
that they live to an age not attained 
by any others in India, where nu- 
tritional ailments appear even in 


childhood. 


KEEPING not well fed, but per- 
fectly fed, is important not for 
lengthening life, but for making later 
years more vital and useful, for 
freeing man of the loneliness of 
spent lives. More important than 
adding years to life is adding life to 
the years. 

Stieglitz, a principal researcher 
on old age and nutrition, has said: 
“Greater longevity without health 
is more than individual tragedy. 
The increased longevity of man may 
be made an incalculably valuable 
advance if health and vigor be re- 
tained and the vast potentialities of 
the now largely discarded elderly 
be developed. The reward may be 
the dawning of a new era of intel- 
lectual conquest, for man may then 
live long enough to think.”

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March Gardening Guide 


By Harvey Bicknell 


Amerrious gardeners are out and rarin’ to go 
the minute March winds have dried the lawn enough 
so that a full-grown adult, equipped with overshoes, 
can stay on top. 

The prime object with lawns is to rejuvenate them 
as quickly as possible. Lawn seed will grow and thrive 
much earlier than most weed seed. 

Feeding early, you can even work on a light snow. 
A complete plant food is desirable. One with a 4—-12-4 
formula is a stand-by which keeps grass growing with 
good color, but does not force overgrowth. Plant 
foods with even higher nitrogen content are useful 
where growth of grass is very weak. 

When plant foods are applied before growth starts, 
there is no need to water them in. The grass is dor- 
mant, and no burning occurs. An exception to this is 
when the grass is matted down because of snow mold, 
a disease which occurs under heavy snow. 

If plant foods are spread after growth starts, they 
should be either washed in or worked down thru the 
tops of the grass with a broom. Also, it’s well to spread 
with a broom any piles spilled in filling the plant- 
food spreader or in turning it around. 


Early seeding. Early seeding is just as important as 
early feeding. If it is on the ground, early rains or 
alternate freezing and thawing will partially cover the 
seed, making it ready for germination when warmer 
weather arrives. 

Get all leaves off the lawn as fast as the ground 
dries enough to permit raking. Leaves which stick 
fast to the lawn may smother out patches of grass— 
making ideal spots for crabgrass to start later. 

If grass has heaved out of the ground in little hum- 
mocks, roll now to push it back into the soil before 
the roots dry out. You may have to roll again later on, 
if more freezing lifts it. 


Dormant sprays. Late in March when tempera- 
tures get above 40 degrees is a good time to make a 
dormant spraying for scale insects on both ornamen- 
tals and fruits. On apples and pears, dormant spraying 
also destroys a great percentage of red mite and aphis 
eggs. The hardest scale to control, oyster shell, at- 
tacks more ornamental plants than any other scale. 
Spraying with oil is not recommended as a preventive. 
So far as ornamental plants are concerned, oils should 
be used only after the plants are infested. Dead shells 
may still be hanging on lilacs infested by scale last 
year. The dead shells are a grayish white in color and 
do not release moisture when they are crushed. 

Even when necessity forces you to use a small fly 
sprayer to apply oil spray, mix the full quantity in a 
pail or drum. Small amounts are hard to mix ac- 
curately. Mix material thoroly to get oil into an 
emulsion and stir it before taking out each sprayerful. 


Brown-rot eankers. Because of heavy rains last 
year, many flowering almonds and plums are infested 
with brown-rot cankers. Symptoms are dead twigs, 
cankered areas on twigs, gum oozing out of stems. 
Trim all this out and burn. When leaves appear this 
year, spray affected plants with a weak solution of 
Bordeaux—6 teaspoons per gallon. If infestation was 
severe, spray again 2 weeks later.

few warm rains, soft jellylike tubes grow from these, 
releasing spores which shoot out to attack apples and 
crabapples. 


Transplant young seedlings. Move from pot to 
flats before roots grow too long and the tops spindly. 
There will be less shock from moving, and roots will 
become more fibrous. When planted out later, those 
with fibrous roots can be handled much better than 
the ones with long stringy roots. If plants have grown 
tall and thin, pinch them back at transplanting time. 
Tomatoes are an exception. Transplant tomatoes 
early rather than pinch them back. The earliest fruits 
are borne on the main stem. Shade all plants for about 
4 days after transplanting. 

Eggplant, peppers, and early tomatoes are much 
better when handled individually in pots or plant 
bands. Plants are sturdier, and yields earlier. Corn 
can be started March 25 in plant bands in a cold- 
frame to give an early first yield. There must be 
enough stalks to insure pollination—don’t plant in 
single row. 


Sow peas now. As soon as you can possibly work the 
ground, sow early, medium, and late peas; set out 
onion sets. Plant radishes, lettuce, kale, and spinach; 
and set out broccoli, cauliflower, head lettuce, and 
cabbage plants. Plant early potatoes. Small potatoes 
that do not need to be cut are less likely to rot in this 
super-early planting. Loosen the ground thoroly 
where potatoes are to go. Growth of the young plants 
will be considerably better. [ Turn to next page

Plan to stake peas. When prun- 
ing peach, plum, and other straight- 
branched fruit trees, remember to 
save brush for pea stakes. Short- 
growing varieties such as Laxton’s 
Progress do very nicely without 
staking if two rows are planted a 
foot apart and the tops twined to- 
gether as they grow. But taller varie- 
ties need to be staked or they sprawl 
over garden, limiting production 
and interfering with garden work. 
Seeds for your early garden should 
be treated to prevent loss from rot- 
ting before germination. Drop a bit 
of seed disinfectant into the packet, 
pinch shut, and shake thoroly. 


Perennial vegetables. The early 
spring feeding of perennial vege- 
tables gives greatest returns. As- 
paragus, rhubarb, and horse-radish 
begin to grow early. Plant food is 
needed in March for best produc- 
tion and quality. 

Manure should not be put on 
crowns of rhubarb because it may 
cause rotting. Put it in a ring around 
each plant. It is wise to add some of 
an inorganic plant food high in 
phosphorus and potash to give a 
balanced feeding. 

Do not spread manure around 
strawberries—it tends to mat over 
the crowns and cause rotting. The 
proper time to add organic matter 
is when the bed is being prepared 
before planting. But use a complete 
plant food in March to promote 
vigorous growth. 


Rock gardens. The winter is often 
hard on rock gardens. Inspect plants 
carefully this month, and reset those 
heaved out of the soil. But use only a 
light mulch on dwarf iris. Heavy 
coverings encourage rotting. 


Dead branches? Look first for dead 
branches when pruning trees and 
shrubs. Identify dead material by 
looking at tip buds. If buds are 
plump and starting to swell, the 
branch is alive even if it appears dry 
looking. Or you can scratch the 
bark lightly with thumbnail to see 
if inner bark is alive (green). But to 
save time, learn to identify dead 
wood by merely glancing at tip buds 
on doubtful branches. If the branch 
is alive, the tip buds will be swollen 


Early rhubarb. Want a few stalks 
of early rhubarb? Knock the bottom 
out of a box 2x2x2 feet and set it 
over an established plant in the 
garden. Put a piece of glass over the 
top of the box and bank the sides 
with soil and manure to hold the 
heat. If your rhubarb stands close 
together in the rows, put a board on 
each side of the row and then lay 
glass on top. 


Grub-proeof lawns. March is the 
time to apply arsenate of lead, 1 
pound for each 100 square feet of 
lawn, if you had white grubs in the 
lawn last year. Applied now, the 
arsenate of lead will prevent the 
germination of many crabgrass 
seeds, which means there is a dual 
value in the treatment.

hill hydrangea (Hydrangea arborescens 
grandiflora). This should be done 
every spring. 


March 10 Warm spring and in 
consequence, David and I threw 
garden work into high gear, it being 
Saturday. So we did the following 
seasonal chores: 

1—Something happened to our 
garden tractor over winter. So this 
we loaded into back of flivver and 
took in for repair. 

2—On way back, stopped at Liv- 
ingston’s for those seeds, all done up 
in box and ready. Also bought more 
suet cake for birds and five pounds 
of grass seed. 

3—Over to Linworth for more 
scratch feed for birds. Also bought 
clover seed for annual sowing of one- 
third of vegetable-garden space. 

4—To town and brought home 
three 100-pound bags of plant food 
ordered weeks ago at Worthington 
hardware. It’s time for lawn feeding 
et al. 

5—To store to buy season’s supply 
of Minnesota certified Irish Cobbler 
potato seed. 


March 13 Tonight was my turn on 
the program of our local landscape 
association. Guests were members 
of our local city and county plan- 
ning commissions. So I showed slides 
of outdoor beautification I’ve seen 
over the country in my travels. I 
slipped in some slides of municipal 
rose gardens in Seattle, Portland, 
Oakland, San Jose, Boise, Waco 
and elsewhere. 


March 14 Ground has dried so 
much that this late afternoon, in 
warmth and comfort, I gingerly 
began the year’s spading work. Also 
was cleaning up debris from prun- 
ing. By the way, I no longer burn 
brush from such. There’s a spot 
back of the vegetable garden, be- 
yond the Place de la Compost, 
where I pile it. Birds nest in it, and 
Pll just let my twigs rot down. 


March 16 More clean-up work. 
Spaded most of bed where I aim to 
plant sweetpeas tomorrow and seeds 
of hardy annuals later on. 

Also began spading up patch 
where I’|l put my year’s boondoggle 
potato bed. This is the little patch 
I spade by hand and plant long 
before the main vegetable garden 
can get plowed. It gives new pota- 
toes to go along with new peas by 
late June. 

Also, as Maggie raked up some 
leaves from rear lawn that never 
blew away over winter, I dug up, 
raked, and then sowed to grass seed 
divers spots about the lawn that need 
refurbishing. You know—where 
crabgrass flourished last summer 
and such. 


March 17 It had been my aim to 
sow those sweetpeas this blessed day 
of my patron saint. Out there the 
ground is all ready. But dear me— 
raining and no outdoor work. So 
Maggie gleefully summoned David 
and me to paint the walls of another

extension service, to protect against 
damping-off diseases in the soil. I do 
this by putting a bit into the packet 
and shaking so the seeds are coated.

feel white clover gives their Jawn a 
higher social standing can encour- 
age it by regular use of a plant food 
high in phosphorus, suchas a 4—12-4. 
Under these conditions clover will 
usually appear naturally. 


Kentucky bluegrass requires 
sunlight at least half a day to be sat- 
isfactory. In the shade of trees or 
buildings, where there is ample 
moisture in the soil, substitute 
Rough-stalked Meadow grass. If 
the shade is from trees whose roots 
take much moisture from the soil, 
use Chewings fescue. And when the 
sunlight and lack of moisture, as 
beneath Norway maples, is handi- 
cap even to Chewings fescue, use 
grass substitute, which will survive 
where grass will net because we do 
not insist on mowing it. Where it’s 
not too cold for them, periwinkle, 
English ivy, Japanese spurge, and 
wintercreeper (Euonymus radicans col- 
oratus) remain evergreen. There are 
a number of others that are not ever- 
green, such as ajuga, maiden pink, 
and sweet woodruff. 


Mosr of our lawn grasses will 
thrive in soils that are not sweet 
providing they are not excessively 
acid. Moss in the lawn indicates 
that the soil is so shaded or poorly 
drained that the moss can grow and 
the grass cannot. Lime will never 
correct it. Before you decide to apply 
lime, better consult your local 
county agricultural agent or state 
agricultural experiment station. 

No matter where you live, you are 
sure to have weeds in’ your lawn. 
Dandelions and plantain are easily 
pulled when seedlings less than an 
inch high. Five minutes a day before 
meals soon eradicates them. Weed 
grasses, such as crabgrass and nim- 
blewill grass can be controlled by 
the new hormone spray on the mar- 
ket last season for the first time. This 
spray may brown the lawn slightly, 
but the bluegrass will come back, 
whereas the weed grasses will be 
killed if you follow the directions. 

Arsenate of lead, 5 pounds per 
1,000 square feet of lawn, will con- 
trol night crawlers and other earth- 
worms and grubs for at least three 
years. The arsenate may be applied 
mixed with water from a watering 
Can. 

Mole traps, particularly the spike 
type, will work if properly set. 
Tramp down all the runs and :~t the 
trap in one that is reopened. lf you 
do not get a mole within a half day, 
try it again, for there are only a few 
runs that are used regularly, the rest 
are used but once. 


Soppinc is no lawn cure-all. All 
too often one feels that sodding will 
give a good lawn tho seeding has 
failed. If the soil beneath is not satis- 
factory, sod lasts only one season. 
Lawn rolling may do more harm 
than good. Altho a light roller may 
be used to smooth down earthworm 
bumps, a heavy roller used to level 
irregularities in the lawn will com- 
pact the soil and retard the growth 
of the grass. Most lawns would be 
better off if the depressions were 
filled with good compost or topsoil 
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to grow larger

of applications for permission to in- 
stall wharves and beaches, while 
another arranged for building ma- 
terials, and so on. This method of 
delegating responsibility made an 
unusually thoro investigation pos- 
sible for each transaction. 

Wherever some part of the con- 
struction could be handled as a 
joint project, it was, with resulting 
economies for all. Because there was 
a group of houses, the town of Win- 
chester, at its own expense, extended 
the sewer main 350 feet from the 
street to one end of the property, and 
the new owners arranged together 
for extension of the sewer across 
their lands. The water main was in- 
stalled in the same trench. The work 
was done to town specifications 
under an agreement whereby the 
town assumed responsibility for all 
future maintenance. 


Success of the project all the” 


way thru depended on group dis- 
cussions and agreement. Choice of 
an architect was early on the list. 
For harmony of design that would 
blend the house exteriors while per- 
mitting wide variations in individ- 
ual style, all agreed one architect 
must handle the job. The four own- 
ers decided on David Abrahams, in- 
genious and dependable Bostonian, 
whose architectural ideas they felt 
would be flexible, yet keep the ap- 
pearance of their homes well! within 
the bounds of good taste. 

Abrahams found that there were 
some basic common ideas that would 
simplify his job of harmonizing the 
four houses. All four families wanted 
their principal rooms on the lakeside 
with large windows to frame views 
of the stenic lake and its shores. All 
wanted some variety of Colonial 
design for the exterior, with func- 
tional, close-to-modern interiors. All 
wanted special accommodations to 
fit their children’s needs now and to 
be flexible enough for easy change to 
fit them 10 years from now. All 
wanted as much closet space as pos- 
sible. All wanted space especially 
for various family hobbies. And all 
wanted designs that would allow for 
future expansion. 


To MAKE the houses fit the in- 
dividual patterns, Abrahams de- 
signed the skeleton of each house 
first, then pulled on the skin. None 
of the exteriors have suffered from 
this secondary treatment. Rough 
plumbing and insulation were in- 
stalled in unfinished areas like the

attic over the Tallmans’ garage and 
corner porch, which is listed in the 
architect’s plans as a future bed- 
room, bathroom, and cedar closet. 


Tue problem of selecting a con- 
tractor was not so simple as choosing 
an architect. Hans Tobiason of Ar- 
lington, Massachusetts, was finally 
chosen for the work on three homes, 
while the fourth home found a better 
proposition thru a separate contrac- 
tor, Bengt Ericksson of Melrose. ‘The 
one serious mistake they made in the 
whole project occurred at this point, 
according to the owners. Because 
each family and the architect knew 
one or more builders whose bids 
they wanted, the plans and specifi- 
cations were given out to too many 
men. As a result, some of the con- 
tractors apparently gave only super- 
ficial attention to the bids, and time 
and negotiation necessary to com- 
plete the deal went beyond reason- 
able proportions. 

The relations of bids on individ- 
ual homes to the over-all bid makes 
final choice of contractor difficult. 
For example, two builders may 
make an over-all bid of $40,000 for 
four houses, but Buiider A may bid 
$10,500 for House 1 and $9,500 for 
House 2; while Builder B estimates 
House 1 at $10,100 and House 2 at 
$9,900. 


LanpscapineG involved further 
discussion. None of the four wanted 
the slope to the lake domesticated or 
the path running along the lake 
shore changed. In place of hedges or 
fences to mark the lots, granite cor- 
ner markers were used; their joint 
purchase and installation chalked 
up another saving. The appearance 
of natural beauty and the feeling of 
spaciousness which the estate had 
when they bought it has been re- 
tained. Each family has approxi- 
mately two-thirds of an acre for 
playground, garden, and a setting 
for the home. 

Advantages inherent in the site 
chosen by this group are many: each 
home has its private shore frontage, 
and all the property is well wooded 
with beautiful wees; a shopping 
center is only 14% miles distant; 
busses are immediately available; 
grade school is within walking dis- 
tance; fishing, skating, and other 
lake sports are everyday back-yard 
recreation. 


E\xpERIENCING the results of 
their own project has been as fas- 
cinating for the four families as if 
they were inventors of a new prod- 
uct and were watching their blue- 
printed idea go into action to be 
thoroly tested. In the beginning, ac- 
quaintances sniffed and forecast: 
“You'll get tired of each other after 
you’ve lived so closely for a time.” 
*‘Actually,” say the families, ““we 
are not a cloistered community. Our 
interests and friends are diverse, and 
the social life of each family is no 
more limited to the neighborhood 
than it would be normally. Yet 
among the greatest forces to make us 
friends were the experience of work-

ing out joint problems in the begin- 
ning and our current interest in 
each other’s plans. 

“‘We have no agreements not to 
do this or that, but instead talk over 
our property-improvement plans 
together and probably show more 
consideration for the interests of our 
neighbors than we would have if the 
project had not been developed 
jointly. 

“We help each other with install- 
ing and removing wharves and 
boats, but do our own painting, 
gardening, and other lighter proj- 
ects. We have jointly purchased a 
lawn roller, plant-food spreader, 
and wheelbarrow, and each family 
has one or two special tools that the 
neighborhood borrows from him, 
such as an extension ladder, a soil 
sieve, and a power saw.” 


Durinc the war the four men 
shared rides to work; that left cars 
at home for their wives to share 
during shopping trips. This sytem 
worked so well that it has carried 
over past the gas shortage. 

Recreation knows none of the 
ordinary, one-family limits in a 
neighborhood of this type. There’s 
plenty of room and lots of competi- 
tion. There are always companions 
for the children. All but the two 
youngest children in the group 
learned how to swim in their own 
back-yard lake. In the winter every- 
one skates; and when it snows, every- 
one shovels to clear a rink. 


Sires like this one on Mystic Lake 
may not turn up in every Sunday’s 
want-ad section, nor can you always 
run down to the office and pick up 
a group of friends who want to 
build a home in just the kind of place 
you'd like to build your home. But, 
if you don’t need your house so 
urgently that you’re willing to build 
it next to the city dump, look into 
“group building.”

Rubbed into the pores after 
the silver is thoroly cleaned, it 
will help keep them tarnish free 
for several months. Since this pro- 
tective liquid must be washed off 
before the piece is used with food, 
however, the best preventive for 
silver flatware is daily use.

Debutantes 
Atter Dark

Nicotiana affinis gleams whitely 
under the moon and stars, queen 
among the night scents in gardens 


So YOU’D like a garden you can 
enjoy evenings when your work is 
done. A little dark garden lit only 
by flowers gleaming whitely under 
the moon and stars. A little garden 
of peace and sweet fragrance. 

Why not? 

Queen among the night scents is 
the nicotiana. Tho an annual, it 
blooms profusely within a few weeks 
from seed and often produces an 
immense taproot which, in mild 
climates, can be mulched thru the 
cold season and brought into bloom 
even earlier the following spring. 

Petunias are another night-sweet 
flower. Always the paler tints are the 
more sweetly scented. They’re a best 
bet for hanging baskets as they sur- 
vive under neglect, tho feeding and 
watering show instant results. 


A NIGHT-SWEET flower that 
seems out of favor is the four-petaled 
hesperis (named for the evening star) 
also called Sweet Rocket, dames- 
violet, and damask-violet. This is 
first cousin to the clove-scented 
stock, tho the scent of the hesperis, 
released only at night, is quite other 
than clove. It comes easily from seed 
but does not flower until early the 
second year. It is not for the small 
garden but makes avery fine showing 
in the back border of large areas. 

A still closer relation of the clove 
gilliflower is Mathiola bicorns, or 
Evening-scented Stock, which re- 
sembles a wilted wallflower. In the 
daytime this straggling little plant 
is as unpretty as any of ‘Nature’s 
efforts can well be, but with the ap- 
proach of dusk the small, drab 
flowers open their eyes quite wide, 
disclosing a reticent beauty and an 
almost incomparable perfume, 
thought by some to be the best of all 
night scents. It’s a Cinderella bloom.

Not for every garden is the Ces- 
trum nocturnum, called nightblooming 
Jasmine, but if you can grow it, it’s 
unthinkable to be without it. It 
grows only in South and Pacific 
Coast. But our specimen has re- 
turned to us stronger than before 
after being mowed down by con- 
siderable frost. The tubular flowers 
are greenish white, not pretty, tho 
dainty and profuse, and the scent 
of a four-inch spray will perfume a 
whole city block. 


ANOTHER four-petaled flower, 
the Child’s Mexican evening-prim- 
rose, is a tender annual, but it re- 
seeds itself in a sunny border and 
fills the summer months with fragile 
pink flowers which do better for 
staking. The scent is exotic, like an 
imagined fragrance from a magical 
isle. 

Then there’s a golden-yellow an- 
nual called blazing-star (Mentzelia) 
which few people grow—but what a 
pity, for it’s so fragrant at night and 
has such an odd flower, a great mass 
of long golden threads in the center.

Young Mothers 
Exchange 


Invalid Days 


Dame. spring days are coming, 
when many mothers will find them- 
selves with a fretful young invalid on 
their hands. Patience often wears 
thin as the child too young to under- 
stand medicine balks at an unfa- 
miliar taste or smell, or an older 
child resents the monotony of having 
to stay in bed and plaintively ‘wants 
to be amused.” 

Thru letters from you Young 
Mothers, we have compiled a num- 
ber of time- and temper-savers that 
others might appreciate. For in- 
stance, Mrs. R. W. Goodwin of 
Cleveland, suggests a way to get 
children to drink the quantities of 
liquid they are supposed to have 
when ill with a fever or recovering 
from a tonsillectomy. 

“If you have a graded glass, even 
a measuring cup, use that for the 
liquids,” she writes. ‘Put in a drink- 
ing straw and suggest that your 
young patient be the elevator op- 
erator and ‘run the elevator down,’ 
floor by floor. Vary the liquids by 
using different flavors of gelatine 
(thinned by a least an extra cup of 
water). Having drinks of different 
colors also helps. If your child has a 
sore throat, serve the liquids at body 
temperature and he won’t notice 
so much the effort to swallow.” 


Giving Aspirin. When the doctor 
prescribes aspirin for a cold, crush 
the prescribed amount and roll it 
in a little bit of jelly or preserve, 
making a tiny ball. Children will 
take such a dose willingly; it reminds 
them of gum balls.—Mrs. Vern Ryder, 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


Cutting Tablets. Only one-fourth 
or one-half of a tablet frequently 
is prescribed for babies, but many 
tablets are so hard that cutting is 
almost impossible. I found that a 
razor blade does the trick, easily 
and accurately.—Mrs. R. A. Patton, 
Beaver, Pa. 


Nose Drops. The sight of a nose- 
dropper coming toward him brings 
my young son to tears. By putting 
my hand over his eyes and quickly 
administering the drops, the opera- 
tion is over before he can object.— 
Mrs. George Stephan, Ferguson, Mo. 


Warmed Ear Drops. When the 
doctor orders “‘warmed ear drops” 
every hour for my children, I keep 
the bottle of drops on my kitchen 
stove, close to the pilot light. This 
keeps the drops at just the right 
temperature for use, saves time.— 
Mrs. Mahlan Simonson, Phoenix, Ariz. 


Liquid Medicine. When my baby 
refused to take cough sirup from a 
spoon, my pharmacist husband put 
the prescription in a bottle with a 
dropper. Now Baby gets his medicine 
—and there’s no more spilled sirup!
